an expert who has closely followed the 
work of tbe college teams this year, 


"First of all comes tbe rule of goal 


kicking," be sajs, "that solecism of the 
football world which is a relic of heaven 
knows bow many ages, and has caused 
no end of bitter disappointments, heart 
aches and lost championships. 


"A few years ago it was the rule that 


touchdowns shonld count four, goal 
from touchdowns two and goals from 
Bald five. Then the kicking of the goal 
meant tbe winning or losing of a game 
in many cases, and the dropping of a 
goal from the field was better than a 
touchdown without a goal 
The rule 


was then altered so that a tonchuown 
counted nve, a goal from the field five 
and a goal from touchdown one. That 
placed goals from the field and touch- 
downs on the same level. 


"The question of rating a touchdown 


and a goal from tho field is no easy mat 
ter. But ttut one team cau Deal another 
by making a touchdown and kicking a 
goal when the other team has made a 
touchdown and missed the goal, per 
haps oecause of a hard angle, a, gust of 
wind or Home httla freak of nature is 
manifestly unfair. 


"Had 
Michigan kick-id a goal she 


would have tied Pennsylvania. 
Had 


Yale kicked a goal from her touchdown 
she would have tied Princeton. 
Here 


are two cases which in themselves show 
the unfairness of the system of counting 
now used. 


"Yale had played a magnificent game 


and victory was ia her grasp. The 
from the field which Poe m^de 
enough to win tbe gtine, because Ynle 
bad failed to make a goal from touch- 
down. 


"The goal from a touchdown puts a 


premium on one part of the goal Hoe 
over the other. 
If a team has carriol 


the ball fifty yards for a touchdown and 
then,gets over in tho corner of the field 
there is but one alternative, a punt _out, 
which is a risky operation. 


"For tue*e and other obvious reasons 


there socnis tc be bat one thing to do 
Abolish goal kicking. There is no rea- 
son in the ttrick, and nothing particn- 
arly in keeping wHh the game as it is 
>luyed. For a game that his been car- 
led to the point of science that football 
ias, the rules are in this matter very 
crude 
It has perhaps been clung on to 


>y the committee because it is a kicking 
.rick, and the idea that the game ia 
called football seems to demand a re- 
ention of all tho kicking. But the 
custom is a solecism, and should be 
aid aside. 


"Other rules which need same attea- 


ion are tbe powers of an umpire over 
ihe men who are nut in the game. In 
.he Harvard-Yale and Yule Princeton 
amea particularly, there was much 


coaching fiom lite side lines. This is 
against tho spirit of football and against 
the rules. Dnshiel, who umpired these 
games, spoke of it, but' there was noth- 
ng he could do. 


"Then in the Y*le- Prince ton gima a 


Princeton aub, Duncan, was sent on to 
;be field by a coach, right in the midst 
of tho game. Ho started on the rno, 
whispered to Captain Ed nr&rds, and ran 
to the other side. The Yale men hissed, 
aud Umpire Dashiel stopped to repri- 
mand him, and threatened to put him 
from the field. But of what avail? He 
had told his secret. 


"In all of the -games there is some- 


thing of the same sort. Every time a 
trainer goes on the field with bis man, 
to fix a cupple, he has instructions from 
the side lines. The spirit of this is bad. 
It does not make the game unfair, but 
it does detract from the interest in the 
game. The game shonld be a battle of 
men 
and their knowledge—not 
ol 


coaches and football experts. There are 
two wa;s to stop this; first, by college 
feeling, and secoud, by 
prohibiting 


coaches on the side line. 


"College and public sentiment can do 


much. A few*years ago it became nee 
emry to legislate against wedges and 
maat plays. It seamed to result in less 
injuries. 
But th» greatest factor in the 


improvement of the game W4S the awak- 
ening of men to the sense that games 
must be clean. And less injuries result 
now beciuss college men are trained 
and coached from the start not to slog 
and not to try to injure an opponent. 


"On athletic and scrub teams, whern 


the spirit is different, these injuries still 
bold, bnt this only proven that when 
football U played aa it should bo played 
there is leu daaf er."

The soap- 
suds supply a certain amount of nour- 
ishment. In the morning rinse the 
stalks under the water again, and as 
each blossom is arranged for the day( 
in the vase of fresh water snip off the j 
tiniest possible portion of the stalk 
with a pair of. scissors. Always care-, 
fully trim away any faded portion. 
Food for the day is supplied by sul- 
phate of araonia, a small quantity of 
which can be bought from the chemist 
for a few pence. If he knows his busi- 
ness. he will be able to tell you that 
sulphate of amonia contains all the, 
properties of good manure for keeping 
the blossoms alive. A few drops in 
each vase is quite sufficient; indeed, 
If j'ou use the soapsuds at night, as 
well as the sulphate of ainouia iii the 
day, some intervals must be speut by 
the flowers in nothing but clear cold 
water. It is possible to kill with 
kindness,' -remember. Put the flowers* 
at night into some dark, cool place- 
say.- a Scullery or pantry— as it is not 
ffood either for the flowers or the 
household that they should remain al- 
together in the living rooms. To re- 
Five flowers put them into warm salt 
water, to which has been added a , 
few drops of sulphate of amonia. To , 
Keep a spray of arranged 
flowers, 


place on damp cotton wool under a 
basin. This keeps the ~air away and i 
preserves the blossoms. The fragile, 
delicate maiden hair fern is best treat- 
ed in this way.

In the country dis- 
tricts the pillion Is occasionally em- 
ployed, 'while among the lower classea 
ii,any women ride astride without ex- 
citing comment. When the natives are 
both pretty and good riders they dis- 
play considerable coquetry in the sad- 
die. 


I noticed one rider near Juana Diaz 
i writer says who took my mind back 
to the old days of chivalry. She was 
.1 lovely girl of about fifteen or sixteen, 
with a face like a madonna and a 
Jigure like an artist's model. One little 
foot crept out beneath her silk riding 
skirt, and to my surprise it was dt* 
A oid of hosiery. Th,e skin was like poi 
ished velvet, ana was of a pinkish 
i;old of an exquisite tint. It wns shod 
with a slipper of satin or silk, em- 
broidered in color, and had an arched 
instep which made the fooc all the 
more charming by its setting. 


The time to see the women at their 


best is on Sunday morning, when they 
ride from their homes to mass in the 
nearest church or cathedral. On one 
Sunday morning, while riding leisure- 
ly into a small village on my way to 
this town, I met a crowd of worship- 
pels, on their way to mass. Nearly all 
the women were on mule-back and 
sat or lolled as if they were in an easy 
chair in their own homes.

I sa\\ several that 
were so uuwieldiy that they went over 
the shoulders and formed a huge line, 
larger indeed than a slung ot" sleigh 
bells. These are ornamental rosaries 
and are not used for prayer. The 
praying rosary is as small and dainty 
as those used by fashionable women 
in our own Roman Catholic churches. 
Besides the fan and the rosary every 
woman was provided with a neat and 
often handsomely bound prayer book 
and a huge lighted cigar or cigarette. 


This is indeed the Und for women 


who love the weed. A few smoke 
cigarettes and pip**, but a majority 
like partalas, perfect or,, Xapoleom and 
other rolls of the \veed larger than 
those usually seen in our own land. 
They smoke them at home and in the 
streets, at the table or on the balcony, 
lying in hammocks, or lolling on their 
steeds, and only desist v. hen within 
the sacred Avails of the church.

When it 
is desirable to remove this restriction 
permanently the husband presents her 
with a gift, and then she can chatter 
to her heart's content. 


If a girl marries in Russia without 


the consent of her parents she is sent 
to prison and deprived of her share 
of the family property. 


In Lithuania, n province of Russia, 


it is customary that the bride's ears 
should be boxed before the marriage 
ceremony. No matter 
how tender- 


hearted the mother may be, she makes 
it a point to administer a hearty smack 
to her daughter in the presence of 
witnesses, and a note is made of the 
fact. The mother's intention is a kind i 
one, as the reason for it is to protect 
the bride should her marriage prove an 
unhappy one.

ilier ceremony, and no witnesses are 
necessary 
In the act of eating alone 


this most primitive marriage rite con- 
sists. But if, on the contrary, the 
youth is not willing, he assures her 
that that particular kind of candy is 
not to his taste, and the maiden must 
seek elsewhere for one more appreciat- 
ive 
1 of her candy and of her an'ectiuns. 
In Hungary, in certain rural dis- 


tricts, a very curious custom prevails, 
which is \ery popular among the 
maidens who are not possessed of a 
dowry. On the morning of her wed- 
ding it is the custom ol! the bride to 
wash the hands and facts of the as- 
sembled guests, who in return throw 
into the Dasin used for those ablution* 
a certain sum oi inonej, which the- 
dowprless bride appropriate}.) to her 
own use.

the allotment of seats an adjournment 
wafl taken until Tuesday. The drawing 
for seats in the House was attended 
with all its usual amusing features. 
The elite of the city and the nation 
were witnesses to the bits of pleasantry 
Indulged In on the floor of the House, 
and many of the Incidents were of such 
a, humor,ous character that there was 
an almost continuous uproar of laugh- 
ter during the two houis this pleasing 
feature of the "performance" was on. 


What the President Recommends.

"Washington, 
Dec. 4.—One of the 


most important features of the third 
annual inexsage which President Mc- 
Kinley will send to Congress is the 
finances of the countrv. The sugges- 
tions of the President are distinctly lit 
favor of a single standard

be the keynote of the Administra- 
tion's plans for «rov<»mmentftl purposes. 


"The St. Louis platform of '90 is prac- 


tically ignored and the most emphatic 
language 1« employed to make manifest 
the purposes of the President to stand 
unquestionably for currency reform up- 
on a single standard. The t'onstruction 
of this part of the President's message 
tons received more attention than all 
the other features combined. 


"In dealing with national expansion 


the President exercises extreme cau- 
tion, contenting himself with a his- 
torical narrative of the operations of 
the Government in attempting to re- 
construct the governments of Cuba, 
Porto Rico, the Philippines, Hawaii and 
Guam. No reference is made to the 
treaty which the President has. made 
with the Sultan of Sulu. 


"No recommendations are made con- 


cerning the sort of government to be 
eventually established In the Philip- 
pines, and no reference is made to the 
existence of the so-called Filipino gov- 
ernment. 


"Regardinpr Cuba the President con- 


flne,11! his recommendations to a further 
development of the government estab- 
lished there, suggesting an extension of 
the civil features of it which have al- 
ready been expeilmented on. 
The 


President will say that the condition 
of the people of the islands is vastly 
better than it was before the advent of 
the United States. 


"Porto Rico, he says, should have a 


Territorial form of government similar 
to that enjoyed by Ai-izona, New Mex- 
ico and Alaska. The people of the isl- 
and, while not capable of self-govern- 
ment, he says, are entitled to repre- 
sentatives in Congress and such bene- 
fits as may accrue from a Territorial 
form of government. The President 
will also suggest that more moderate 
tariff regulations be provided for Cubaf 
and Porto Rico. H* further declares in 
favor of laws designed to encourage the 
people of those islands to advanced in- 
dustry, the free admission of agricul- 
tural implements and other articles 
necessary to develop their resources. 


"Hawaii the President points to In bis 


message as an example of what other 
colonies may become under favorable 
conditions. He suggests a liberal Ter- 
ritorial form of government for the 
Pacific territory. Guam and the new 
Samoan Island which the United States 
has inherited do not come in for any 
particular attention at the hands of the 
President, he believing that they are 
both properly conducted. 


"The most Important of his reflections 


on the attitude of this Government to- 
ward others relates to the British-Boer 
troubles. He expresses his profound 
regret at th* existence of this trouble, 
but skilfully avoids any comment that 
may be construed to reflect upon either 
Government. 


"The President urges Congress to en- 


act the Hanna-Payne shipping bill, 
which proposes a subsidy to vessels, 
carrying American registry. He also 
suggests the necessity for the comple- 
tion of'the Isthmian canal as soon as 
possible."

Multi-Millionaire. 


New York, Dec. 4.—John I. Blair, the 


famous railroad builder and owner, and 
multi-millionaire, of Blalrstown, N. J , 
is dead. He wa« m his ninety-eighth 
year. 


The career of John I. Blair was a re- 


markable one. From a penniless boy, 
the son of a struggling farmer, he be- 
came one of America's financial kings, 
achieving1 success as a merchant, bank- 
er, railroad builder and owner, arul coal 
and Iron magnate. 
lie hardly knev/ 


himself the extent o£ his wealth. In 
a litigation in 1S39 he was asked under 
oath what he was worth. 


I believe," he said, blushing and 


stammering, "that 1 am worth son^e- 
wh> re betwren $4,000,000 and $6.000,000. 


It is likely that several more millions 


have been added In the ten yeais since 
then. 


His first dollar was made by trap- 


ping muskrats and selling the skins at 
Easton. He walked the twenty mlks 
there, but alwajs drove a good bargain. 
He went to work as a store clerk at ten 
years of ase. 
He was a good store- 


keeper at fourteen, and at seventeen 
he started bu«mp=s for himself at what 
i& now Rlairnow n. It was a general 
store and 
tbiived, and 
soon 
Bla.tr 


bougrht out his cousin John who was 
a partner. 


In 1830 he had five general stores in 


opeiation at different places with a 
relative in charge. 


Then he bo UK hi up lands at Blairs- 


town arid established a mill. For out- 
standing accounts he took mortgages 
on farmb and gradually farms passed 
into his hands. Blair married Nancy 
I>o"k 
a hey lived together until sue 


died. In ISii-i. 


He organized the. Belvedere Bank and 


became its President He went into the 
coal and iron business, through the old 
Oxford tum.ice in Warren County. This 
led him into railroad building:. He en- 
tered the coal and iron business wi'h 
th'^ Pci-anton biother", and when they 
established Seranton and it was neu t,- 
psm* to get their products to market 
the railroad work was taken up. 


Thev fir^t bought and rebuilt a road 


from OPW CKO to Ithaca, then the Leg- 
get's Cap rjoad, then one from Scran- 
ton to Great Bend, and finally, in 1832, 
by consolidation, building and reorgan- 
izition, formed the Delaware, Lacka- 
w'anna and Western." He retained his 
large imciest up to his death In ev- 
terdinpr its system and branches his 
operations took him into the We^t, 
where ho laid out elgfhty towns. At one 
time he was president of twenty rail- 
road arid Improvement companies In 
ijie W'%st Mr Blair always retained his 
simple habits of life. The equipage in 
which he drove was one of the sights 
of Blairstov n. He wore garments plain 
almost to shabb'ness, and the old-fash- 
ioned house in whifh he lived was ex- 
actly in keeping with the man.

There is a Scarcity of Those of One 


and Two Dollars. 


The United States Treasury is being 


appealed to for small bills. It luis none 
to spnro. Nor has it any siher dollars 
uncoM-red by rertiliratos. which it can 
part -\\itli. 
Cold is being offered in 


vain for thwe 
OIK e despised coins, 


which it was almost impossible !<> get 
the people to handle. Kvidr

Is a phenomenal lack of small-change 
bills, due to the increasing magnitude 
of pay-rolls and of retail purchases. Ac- 
cording to the United States Treasury 
there were outstanding July :U. 56,- 
n7.s.2.">r, one-dollar bills. 17.1Hii.S8.~i two- 
dollar bills and 
r>7.<i2().;t4t the dollar 


bills. There were :I!M> In circulation 
Gli.iriS.L"?:; silver dollars-. The <mo-dol 
lar bills and silver dollars airgreqale 
31!t.r>:i0.r>:J!). This is an average of one 
nnd one-halt per capita. 
Small bills 


and (oius circulate with such lapidify 
nnd thus do so much work that seem- 
ingly the facilities for making one- 
dollar payments ought to lie ample. 
But. in the lust place, the Treasurer's 
fisrures are excessive. They make no 
allowance for bills that ha\e been de- 
stroyed. Ifi the nest place, the SH\iug-* 
of the very poor are primarily in small 
hills. They cannot afford to save more 
Ihan a dollar or two at a time. Thou- 
sands of the smaller bills are out of 
circulation because they are hoarded 
up. 
Furthermore, men' who usually 


draw (hecks for small sums do not do 
so now because of the two-cent stamp. 
That has added to the demand for 
small bilK But without goinjr into the 
reasons for the scarcity, it is e\ ident 
that the country, with its increasing 
population and expanding retail traffic 
needs more small bills, ;ind those are 
the 0111^ the Treasury should supply 
ny substituting them for notes of hi-ii- 
er denominations \\-hene\ei such notes 
are paid nuo the Treasury. 
If small 


bills in excess of the demand are is- 
sued they will srrailually rind their way 
back to Washington.—ChitMgo Tribune.

picked out of the faults as caused by 
the real bites (>f some tish. and not the 


j angrj strokes of a sawfish. Tho iron 


wires protectmsr the cable had been 
fon ibly crushed as between powerful 
jai\s. and. a<« I have said. bit-, of the 
teeth were found sticking in the India 
rubber which coated the copper wire 


More than one whnle has been entan- 


gled in a submarine cable and suffocat- 
ed under water. 
A notable instance 


occurred in the Persian Gulf, where 
the table wn-. lying slack, nnd the re- 
pairing ship hauled up the dead body 
of ttie mammal. Mr. Lumsden. of her 
majesty's telegraph ship Monarch, has 
told me th.it in repairing n postotPee 
cable in the North Sea he once pulled 
up the wreck of a small schooner 
which had sunk upon the cable. It is 
not infrequent for fishing boats and 
other \essels to cut cables with their 
anchors and say nothing about it Mr. 
Hockin, a well-known tHetrrnph rtngin- 
eer. was once on Ixjavrt a steamer 
which anchored off Lisbon and cut a 
»-able in lifting her anchor. With ready 
ingenuity he improvised a battery nnd 
telegraphed the exact position to the 
telegraph office in the city, nnd so 
saved the cable engineers a good deal 
of time and trouble.

Tingferless Navigator" Tells 


of Thrilling Experiences. 


MR. BLACKBURN RETURNS 


He Contt* Bacfc to Hii Methtr Coun- 


try Atttr Sailing Aerotw the Atlan- 
tic in a Thirty-Foot Cutter — Slipt 
Through tho Afternoon* and Sailtd 
During th« Nights. 


New York, Dec. 4.—It may be recalled 
as.one of ,the seaeide excitements of 
last summer's gay reason on the coast 
that the man who has earned the title 
of the "Fingerlea* Navigator"—Captain 
Howard Blackburn—sailed away for a 
voyage across the Atlantic. He Bailed 
from Gloucester, Mass., receiving good- 
bye from 10,000 spectators, for Gloucea* 
t<?r, England. His cutter was only 30 
feeft long over all, 4% tons burden, 20 
feet on the§water line and of 4 feet 
draught. 
. What made this venture more peril- 
ous is that Blackburn has no fingers 
and no toes. He is a Captain Courage- 
ous, of whom Kipling might have w rit- 
ten, 
had the author met the mariner 


In the codfish port of Massachusetts. 
For Blackburn was one of those fisher- 
men on the Grand Banks whom Kipling 
has described BO vividly arid whose out- 
goings and homecomings make so larg.3 
a part of the joys and sorrows of Glou- 
cester. 


It was on one of his excursions In a 


dory, searching for cod, that Black- 
burn and a mate were separated from 
their schooner. It was a chill winter 
day, 
and their only hope was to row 


for the shore of Newfoundland. They 
rowed hard and fast, but tfce chill of 
death overtook the mate. Blackburn 
rowed steadily on, inspired by the in- 
stinct of self-preservation. His fingers, 
soaked with salt spray, froze to the 
oarf. Ho wrenched them away and 
with his knife cut off the frozen fingers. 
His toes froze in the icy water in the 
bottom of the dory. He amputated 
them also. For five days and nights, 
without food or water, he maintained 
thtr fearful struggle for existence, un- 
til he reached the land and found suc- 
cor. 


When at lost he cnme back to Glou- 


cester Blackburn found himself a hero, 
who was maimed und penniless. He 
earned his living In various pursuits 
connected with the fishing trade until 
he conceived the idea of sailing ail 
alone clear across the sea to England. 
The love of the Atlantic, despite its 
III usage, moved him. He felt the con- 
fidence needed for such a venture, and 
he devoted all his time to building this 
tiny craft, which he christened 
the 


Great Kastcrn. 


He just has returned to New York, 


not in his little craft, but in the steam- 
ship Umbria, and splng an interesting 
yarn about his voyage. His trip was 
fsixty-one days long. He was absolute- 
ly alone, else he might have crossed 
In better time. He said: 


"T had to heave to every time I want- 


ed to light a pipe or go down Into the 
f-fibin. -30, as one ran see, time was lost 
in ibis wav. Then, npnin, I was hind- 
»-red by hea'd winds nnd rough weather. 
The bout \vn<? hulll especially for the 
trip, but, of Bourse, line shipped water 
at one time or another. When it began 
<o blow T fastened th« rabin door and 
Jnekpd my less about the birinn.de and 
went ahood. 


"When 1 was near the American 


feast, and again when I was nearlng 
England, I slept In the afternoon and 
at night I had to care for myself. I 
had two narrow escapes from being- 
run down. Onre, (n the fog off Ne\\ - 
foitndl.ind, I was in the cabin, when I 
he-mi c=caping steam, i grabbed the 
fog horn and ran on deck. 


"When I got there I fell and broke 


the horn. At the same time a big 
steamship skinned past, so close that 
the water from the propeller was hurl- 
ed on the deck. Another time off Sable • 
Island I was passed «.t night by a 
steamship so close that it looked at 
first a« though my trip was over. 


"I kept a dead reckoning all the time, 


and now and then, of course, I took 
observations. I had plenty of food, 
most of it being In cans and requiring 
very little cooking. I cooked my meals 
on a little oil stove. When I arrived on 
the other side,I had enough food left 
ovf-r to last me ninety days longer. 


"I had intended to have a sail on the 


Mediterranean, but I bad rheumatism, 
and tho doctors ordered me to give tip 
the sea. I sold the Gprat Eastern and 
cnme home on the Umbria."

It was said that Edgar Williams, th« 
negro, who was a farm hand on the 
place, was the slayer, and the'suspicion 
wag heightened by his disappearance. 
He kept out of sight until Saturday, 
when he was seen passing E. R. Good's 
store, in Hamilton square. 


Knowing him, Good called him into 


the store, and once inside he was seized 
and other men sent for. Williams 
fought hard, but he was subdued by « 
dozen willing men, who thrashed him 
vithout mercy. Then he was turned 
over to Squire Smith, who started for 
his office, holding his prisoner by the 
collar. 


But everybody in the little plac» 


knew of the capture by this time, and 
the Squire hnd not gone half z. hundred 
yards before a yelling mob -was on him. 
It was Saturday night, and many of 
the crowd had been drinking. 


"Lynch him:" cried some one. It 


was a suggestion that was received 
gladly. It vvas an easy matter to get 
ropes aplenly: it was not difficult TO 
take the trembling wretch from thf 
Squire, helpless in the face of such 
overpowering odds. 


The negro was being hustled toward 


a part of the squire where th-"re are 
no houses*, when the Scluire made a last 
effort in his behalf. 


HI» apked for quiet, and the shouts 


of "Shoot him!" and "Burn him at tho 
Stake*;" ceased. The Squire bagged the 
men to rurrender the negro to him. He - 
pleaded hard, but the leaders -uould not 
consent. He begged them for the Ufa 
of what, he asserted, might be an in- 
nocent man. 


And he won. The n>%gro was placed 


in hlK charg" and was locked in his 
office a few minutes later. 


With the pi-py gone, the wrath of 


the mob ^as rekindled, to burn more 
fle-rcply than evrjr. Tho mun i ushed at 
the house, broke the windows and, with 
a section of telegraph pole as a batter- 
ing ram, tried to force In the heavy 
door. 


One panel had given way when tho 


first detail of police from this city ar- 
rived. Tho policemen pushed thJr \\a.y 
through the crowd, surrounding the 
house, and, with their backs to the 
walls nnd their revolvers pointed at the 
would-be lynchers, warned them to 
keep at a safe distance. 


They wore cursed by the mob and 


stones were thrown al them: but, look- 
ing Into the muzzles of the revolvers, 
therr- was none that cared to make a 
concerted attack. 


For half im hour this truce was con- 


tlnucd, and then the second batch «f 
pol'cemen from this city reached the 
place. Tholr appearance was to th<; 
mob as a red rag to a bull, and the mob 
(•lun-sed wildly, only to be fori i-d lui «, 
many with scalps torn and shoulders 
bruised. 


Thus disheartened, the- men bcR.m to 


disperse, and FOOH four detectives came 
from the house \\ilh the negro, whom 
they almost had to drag, so fear-strick- 
en was he. The whole force of pol'< u 
made a cordon around the four. 


The police professed to believe that

lice stntiim hero, and the negro \viis 
triken at once before Magistrate Mai- 
his, was charged with the murder and 
was locked up, then, in the County 
Jni!.
